v TO  matter  where  its  sympathies  may 
j ^ rest,  and  there  is  little  doubt  they  are 
with  more  and  better  sewers  for  Saan- 
irh,  the  Provincial  Health  Department  took 
the  right  course  this  week  in  declining  any 
mandatory  attempt  to  enjoin  Saanich  to 
build  sewers  its  ratepayers  have  refused  to 
sanction  That  the  Saanich  Council  should 
seek  such  action  by>he  Province  is  the  only 
surprise  tn  the  case.  It  is  clear  that  Saan- 
ich ratepayers  have  not  been  made  fully 
conversant  with  the  need  for  actipn  on 
sewage  if  their  municipality  is  to  maintain 
its  good  name  and  drawing  power  for  new 
settlement  There  is  something  the  elected, 
representatives  of  Saanich  can  cure,  and 
should. 

It  is  not  of  much  service  to  boast,  as  in 
the  past  Saanich  at  times  has  done,  that  it 
is  almost  debt-free  in  certain  respects  It 
is  good  to  be  free  from  debt,  but  not  at  the 


expense  of  run-down.  Impaired  or  non  pro- 
vided services  which  the  public  expect 
More  than  sewers  are  lacking  in  certain 
parts  of  the  municipality.  Some  new  hous- 
ing has  been  completed  without,  water  con- 
nection or  any  quick  means  or  obtaining  a 
juncture  with  the  Saanich  mams.  Such 
things,  and  sanitary  safeguards  especially, 
strike  at  the  root  of  a municipality  s good 
name. 

Set  aside  the  age-old  feud  between  Saan- 
ich and  Victoria  over  sewage  disposal,  al- 
though there  is  much  jn  that  which  cannot 
be  set  aside  or  forgotten  with  impunity, 
Saanich  still  must  provide  for  its  own  resi- 
dents. No  home-owning,  conscientious  and 
pruderlt  comm  inity  of  » . i ‘ * payers  will  con- 
tinue to  vote  against  its  own  best  interest 
if  the  voters  are  given  pll  of  the  facts.  That- 
is  the  task  of  their  council,  and  it  would 
appear  to  have  been  skimped  Saanich 
needs  sewers  now,  not-a  ceivlutv  henc*  —

IT  would  be  a thousand  pities  for  British 
Columbia  as  a whole,  and  for  the  Okan- 
agan Valley  in  particular,  if  discord  be- 
tween nrehardlsts  and  pickers  should  re- 
sult in  a strike  at  the  picking,  season  of  the 
year.  The  Okanagan's  apple  crop  is  one  of 
the  prime  factors  in  the  province's  harvest 
fugni  the  land  It  has  amounted  at  times  to 
fWWrt  ono  boxes  of  apples,  when  the  fruit 
was  in  good  demand.  Though  markets  and 
other  factors  change,  and  this  year  have 
altered,  where  is  the  sense  of  letting  the 
fnut  spoil  on  the  trees  until  it  falls? 

No  mattef  what  the  cause  of  the  initial 


dispute,  nobody  will  win  if  the  talked-of 
strike  should  eventuate  at  this  season  of 
the  year  Instead,  millions  of  boxes  of 
apples  will  go  to  waste.  A year’s  effort  will 
be  lost  to  the  orchard  ists,  andLmany-steady 
or  seasonal  jobs  will  disappear  for  those 
who  need  them  It  would  be  far  more  real- 
istic to  suspend  the  dispute  and  keep  pick- 
ing, grading  and  marketing  on  time— and 
there.is  only  oho  time  when  that  is  possible 
When  that  is  done  and  the  valuable  crop 
lias  been  harvested,  there  will  be  all  Winter 
in  which  to  thresh  out  the  why  and  where- 
fores of  the  disagreement  Nature  offers 
her  fruits  in  season  only.  .

nl  if  it  adopts  the  suggestion  made  by 
one  of  Its  members,  and.  approved  in  prin- 
ciple. that  a jxiol  of  civic  motor  vehicles  be 
xri  up.  A fleet  of  60  city-owned  vehicles, 
exclusive  of  those  of  the  police  and  fire  de- 
partments. needs  to  be  co-ordinated. 

It  is  obvious  that  a multiplicity  of  cars 
- and  trucks  making  more  or  loss  parallel 
journeys  wit li  partial  loads  i*>  wasteful  in 
.the  extreme  There  is  needless  wear  and 
tear,  and  consumption  *of  gasipline,  when 


trucks  are  sent  out  to  pick  up  loads  that 
couJd  havc_been  handled  by  others  return- 
ing empty.  Much ’mileage  could  be  saved, 
too.  by  officials  “doubling  up.”  instead  of 
using  separate  cars,  for  rails  in  the  same 
locality. 

Many  economics  along  these  lines  can  be 
effected  by  the  employment  of  a dispatcher 
through  whom  ail  requisitions  for  trans- 
portation ean  be  rhannelcd.  Cartage  and 
taxi  companies  could  scarcely  stay  In, busi-

For  Unified  Policing 


By  LAl’RIE  JOSLIN 

THE  city  of  Totonlo,  fringing  on 
Lake  Ontario  and  surrounded  by 
sepurat-c  municipalities,  is  confronted 
by  many  problems  similar  to  those 
faced  by  Victoria  because  of  opposi- 
tion within  the  municipalities  to  any 
move  calculated  to  bring  about  amal- 
gamation of  the  Oreater  Toronto'arra 
In  the  past  Toronto  city  officials 
have  urged  adjacent  municipalities 
to  give  up  Jealously  guarded  village 
characteristics  in  favor  of  amalgama- 
tion in  order  to  benefit  both  them- 
selves and  the  large  population  bloc 
living  In  the  constricted  metropolitan 
area. 

Before  the  present  chairman  of  the 
Ontario  Hydro  Electric  Power  Com- 
mission. Robert  H.  Saunders,  resigned 
as  mayor  of  Toronto  if)  1946.  he  hacR- 
bccome  a strong  propon1*nl  of  amal- 
gamation through  establishment  of  a 
system  of  boroughs  which  would  per- 
mit each  municipality  to  retain  its 
own  individuality.  In  adopting  such 
a plan  it  was  the  former  mayor’s  con- 
tention that  citizens  of  Oreater  To- 
ronto would  only  be  following  in  the 
footsteps  of  New  Yorkers  who  reaped 
incalculable  benefits  for  themselves 
and  their  heirs  by  implementing  amal- 
gamation through  boroughs  around 
the  turn  of  the  century. 

* * * 

The  recent  series  of  sensational 
murders  which  have  plagued  the 
Toronto  Area  have  brought  the  ques- 
tion of  amalgamation,  particularly  in 
regard  t6  police  forces,  forcibly  hi  to 
the  limelight  again.  . * . 

Some  of  the  murder*  were  either 
committed  or  discovered  in  munici- 
palities adjacent  to-  Toronto  proper. 
Tfalned  Investigating  officers  of  the 
Toronto  police  force  were  required  to 
leap  municipal  fences  In  order  to  bring 
the  benefit  of  their  wider  experience 
and  greater  crime  fighting  facilities  to 
the  aid  of  suburban  police  forces. 

Early  this  month  Mayor  Hiram  Mc- 
Callum  and  Senior  Magistrate  R J 
Browne  both  declared  that  the  ex- 
panding population  of  the  Greater 
Toronto  area  and  the  consequent  In- 
creasing need  for  policing  would  soon 
force  establishment  of  a metropolitan 


•police  force  They  argued  that  the 
law  could  be  enforced  quicker  and 
more  efficiently  under  a unified  lorce. 

Professor  Joslyn  Rogers.  Ontario 
Government  criminologist  and  con- 
sultant to  the  Toronto  police  depart- 
ment, staled  also  that  amalgamation 
would  speed  and  unify  the  battle 
against  crime,  which  often  becomes  a 
race  with  lime,  and  make  available 
over  a greater  area  ‘‘the  wonderful 
facilities  the  Toronto  police  depart- 
ment has.*’  He  added  a belief  that 
a metropolitan  force  would  smooth 
many  traffic  problems. 

* * * 

A Toronto  newspaper.  The  Dally 
Star,  drew  a comparison  between  the 
New  York  polire  force,  which  has 
operated  under  the  metropolitan  sys- 
tem since  1898.  and  the  Toronto  force. 

It  was  pointed  out  that  ihe  New 
York  force  of  18.900  men  patrols  a 
total  area  of  324  square  miles,  includ- 
ing the  five  boroughs  of  Manhattan. 
Brooklyn.  Queens,  Richmond  and  the 
Bronx,  where  the  total  population  is 
8.000  000 

In  contrast  it  was  pointed  out  that 
12  separate  police  forces,  with  divided 
commands,  patrol  240  square  miles  In 
the  Greater  Toronto  area  where  the 
population  Is  estimated  at  1.000  000 
Strength  of  the  Toronto  police  force 
was  set  at  1 058  men.  with  some  280 
men  serving  in  the  11  adjacent 
municipalities. 

Cost  or  operating  a unified  police 
force  was  not  seen  to  be  greatly  in 
excess  of  the  $4,000,000  which  the  city 
set’  Out  In  its  budget  this  year  frfr^the 
operation  of  its  own  force.  Providing 
for  a 25  per  cent  expansion  for  patrol 
of  surrounding  municipalities,  it  was 
estimated  the  budget  for  a metropoli- 
tan police  force  would  total  between 
$5,000,000  and  S5.500.000 

It  Is  doubtful  that  most  citizens  in 
the  Greater  Toronto  area  would  re- 
gard this  Increase  as  a very  heavy  bill 
If  it  meant  crime  In  (heir  midst  could 
be  morV  efficiently  dealt  with  It  Is 
also  doubtful  that  thinking  city  offi- 
cials and  inteUigcql  citizens  at^  large 
would  consider  amalgamation  of  their 
police  forces  anything  but  a step 
toward  the-  ultimate  and  Inevitable 
goal  of  amalgamation  of  all  over- 
lapping municipal  services
